NEW MIDDLE EAST 
PLAN

A new four-point plan for the 
Middle East. including guarantees for 
Israel, was suggested by Mr. ANEURIN 
BEVAN in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday. 

These four principles, he said, 
seemed to the Labour Party to form 
the basis of a framework for the area 
as a whole. His four points were: 

1. The Great Powers to agree that 
the Arab States of the Middle East 
should form an area in which they 
would not seek military allies or foster 
the formation of military blocs. 

2. A guarantee that the existing 
frontiers of States in the area, 
including Israel, should not have their 
frontiers altered except by mutual 
consent, including an undertaking to 
go immediately to the defence of 
States faced by armed aggression. 

3. A willingness to facilitate the 
coming together by peaceful negotia- 
tion of the Arab States. 

4. The setting up of an economic 
commission, preferably under the 
United Nations, furnished with suffi- 


cient finance, to assist any scheme of | 


economic advantage either for the 
area as a whole or any part of it.

Tunisian Statement 


COMMUNAL COUNCIL 
DISSOLVED 


From our Own Correspondent 


For the first time since Tunisia 
became independent, the Zionist 
movement and even Zionist tendencies 
have officially been branded as a 
threat to the State. : 

At the same time new laws. have 
been promulgated providing for the 
dissolution of the Jewish Community 
Council and its replacement by a new 
““committee for the management. of 
the Jewish religion.” All central 
Jewish welfare funds have been dis- 
solved and are to be operated on a 


‘regional basis under local Govern- 


ment supervision. No provision is 
made under these laws for Jewish 
education or for the cultural needs 


of the 70,000 Jews who live in 


Tunisia. 


New Chief Rabbi 


Addressing a ceremony at which the 
new Chief Rabbi of Tunisia, Rabbi 
Meiss Cohen, was ‘installed—the . new 
legislation provides for the appoint- 
ment, of the Chief Rabbi by the 
Government—the Tunisian Secretary 
of State fgr Justice, Ahméd: Mestiri, 
bluntly told the Jewish community 
that “nothing must henceforth distin- 
guish the Jewish citizen from any 
other. He is neither more nor less 
subject to the same obligations as 
any other citizen with whom _ he 
enjoys the same rights.” 

The Minister, who was. speaking in 
the. presence of senior Government 
Officials and members of the commit- 
tee for the management of the Jewish 
religion, then issued the following 
warning: “If there are still people 
with a nostalgia for the old French 
Protectorate, people who transfer 
their funds abroad, who dream of the 
Promised Land, who live here but 
have their eyes turned towards Israel, 
and who consciously or unconsciously 
play the Zionist game, we say to them 
that it would be better, both for 
themselves and for Tunisia, that they 
should leave. We shall not prevent

base for the Baghdad Pact. This has 
already been announced in Egyptian 
papers. 
Iraqi Government has all the files of 
the Baghdad Pact secretariat and can 
doctor them as it wants to. 


The Baghdad Pact has, in fact, 


ceased to exist, and it should be noted 
that Mr. Selwyn Lloyd did not 
mention either the Baghdad Pact or 
Iraq as an ally when he announced 
the meeting of the remaining mem- 
bers of the Pact in London on 
Monday. Until now Britain’s reluc-

The sad fact is that the new 


Congress, who, with his customary 
global approach to Jewish issues, 
formulated the doctrine of Jewish 
neutrality. As a people, he said, 
Jews must discipline themselves to 
an attitude of strict neutrality between 
the two blocs. Individual Jews and 
Jewish communities had, of course, 
the right to take up a position on the 
various issues which separated the 
two conflicting camps. But collec- 
tively, as a people, Jewish policy must 
be a neutral one. At the same time 


he urged Jews the world. over to do 


their utmost to help in reducing the 


acute friction between Russia and the 
_ Great Powers in the free world. 


Dr. Goldmann did not state 
explicitly whether Israel, too, should 
always follow the same policy of 
neutrality and especially what she 
should do in the fresh conflict in the 
Middle East. 
Dr. Goldmann to be given a greater 
say in Israel’s foreign policy, which 
he aspires to obtain, and, indeed, may 
one day, and deservedly, secure, he 
would follow a line of neutrality 
between East and West. 


New Ideas 


Altogether Dr. Goldmann was brim- 
ming with ideas—on Israel, on the 
Jews in Russia, on educating the 
younger generation. On all these 
important issues he had many con- 
structive suggestions to offer, and 
these are to sefve as a basis of the 
conference’s discussion, which «is to 
last until Sunday night. 

The majority of the delegations 
attending consist of one or two 
persons, as, for instance, those from 
Brazil, Chile, Canada, and North 
Africa. The most numerous are the 
British, with twelve representatives, 
the Israeli, with 13, and the largest, 
that from the United States, consisting 
of 20 persons. The British section 
includes Lady Reading, Mr. I. M. Sieff, 
Mr. Sydney Silverman, M.P., Dr. S. 
Roth, and Dr. S. Levenberg. Pro- 
longed illness has prevented Mr. A. L.

DEPUTIES’ PLEA’ TO ISRAEL 


Ending Dispute About “What is a Jew?” 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter — 


In view of the “* grave international 
situation ” the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews, meeting at Woburn 


. House, London, last Sunday, decided 


to send an appeal to the Israeli 
Government and to all leaders of 
parties in the Knesset . to find a 
speedy solution to the “What is a 


Jew?’ controversy. 


The Board asked the Government 
and the parties to make a resolute 
effort to find a satisfactory solution 
to the difficulties that have arisen 
regarding the registration of children 
of mixed marriages in Israel, thereby 

reserving the unity of the Jewish 
community not only in Israel but 
throughout the world. 

Moving a resolution that the appeal 
be sent, the Chairman of the Erets 
Israel Committee of the Board, Mr. S. 
TerF (Hove), said that when the com- 
mittee met last week the news was 
received of the revolution in Iraq. 
The committee was of the opinion 
that in the light of these critical 
events, such internal problems as the 
Israeli Government’s proposed regula- 
tion defining ““ What is a Jew,” though 
of great importance, should be 
deferred. 


Summit Talks 


Commenting upon Mr. Khruschev’s 
invitation to the West to hold 
immediate Summit talks, Mr. Teff 
said that if such talks did take place, 


they, as Jews, sincerely hoped that 


the position of Jewry—and of Israel 
—would be looked into. Members 
of the House of Commons had stated 
last week that unless the existence of 
Israel and her borders were absolutely 


and unequivocally guaranteed then 


the existence of Israel in the Middle 
East would always prove a source of 
instability, and would give 
encouragement to the Arabs _ to 
suppose that they would ultimately 
be able to destroy Israel. 

The Committeee had decided that 
in the circumstances there should be 
no debate in the Board on this issue, 
or on the appeal to the Israeli 
Government. 


The mixed bathing-pool controversy 


in Jerusalem was the subject of a 


lengthy debate. Mr. B. B. LIEBERMAN, 
(Cricklewood), acting Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, reported on a 
telegram sent to the Board by Mr. 
H. J. Lobenstein (Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations), on behalf of 
the Independent Orthodox Group of 
the Board, requesting the Board to 
express to the Israeli authorities deep 
concern and consternation over “un- 
sentences of 
imprisonment on pious Jews who 
participated 
demonstrations.” 

Mr, Lieberman also outlined the 
subsequent correspondence and the 
final letter to Mr. Lobenstein. 


Criticism of Israel 


One paragraph in this letter stated: 
“Throughout your approaches to 
the Board there runs the fantastic 
implication, which the Committee 
unhesitatingly repudiates, that Israel 
is a tyranny whose efforts are directed 
to the suppression of Orthodox 
Judaism. It is not surprising in 
face of this outrageous suggestion 
that many Jews in this country see 
political rather than purely religious 
motives in the agitation which has 
been worked up outside Israel by 
Supporters of Neturei Karta, You 
will surely agree that the anonymous 
and scurrilous leaflets against Israel 
Which have been so widely spread 
through the post by these supporters 
of Neturej Karta, and the publicity 
given in some organs of the Jewish 
and general press, and even in Parlia- 
ment, to attacks on the State and 
Government of Israel, serve only to 
injure the good name of Jews and the 
Sanctity of Judaism.” 


Moving acceptance of the Commit- 
tee's report, Mr. Lieberman said he 
felt sure that the Board, and indeed 

€ whole community, would endorse 
the Committee’s views. 

Mr. Lobenstein said that the tele- 
gram sent to the Board was intended 
merely to draw attention to a 
Problem which he felt was a matter 
of public jnterest and which had 
aroused strong feelings, particularly 
among the Orthodox Jewish com- 
munity in this country. 

_ He wished to repudiate the insinua- 
tion made in the Board’s letter that 
the Orthodox group’s efforts were 
Prompted by political rather than by 
religious motives. Mr. Lobenstein 
Said he also resented and repudiated 
Board’s insinuation that his group 
was in any way connected with. the 
anonymous leaflets which he knew 
were harmful to the Jewish cause.

Councillor A. Super (Pontypridd) 
asked the Chairman of the Board’s 
Consultative Committee on Kosher 
Meat Prices .whether he could now 
state the result of: inquiries into the 
recent abnormal rise in prices and 
whether he had any comment to make 
on the meeting of the Independent 
Association of Kosher Butchers which 
had been reported in THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. 

Mr. H. SAMUELS (Wellington, N.Z.) 
replied that three factors contributed 
to the abnormal rise. First, there was 
a great demand for fresh meat in the 
non-Jewish market. Secondly, there 
were extra transport costs, and, 
thirdly, increased shechita fees—all 
‘during the strike. He reported that 
wholesale prices were now back to the 
pre-strike level and there was no 
reason why retail prices should not 
return to such a level. 

Mr. M. SHLomoviTz (Huddersfield) 
asked about a report in the press that 
Mr. E. Zeitlyn, Mr. Reuben Lieber- 
man, and Mr. A. G. Brotman had 
visited Manchestér to mediate between 
the Manchester Shechita Board and 
the Manchester Machzikei Hadass. 

Mr. Janner replied that this was so,

Mission to Russia 


Mr. Shloimovitz also asked whether 
the Board was prepared, along with 
other organisations, to seek permis- 
sion from the Soviet Embassy for 
a delegation to visit Russia on a 
good-will mission, particularly regard- 
ing the position of Soviet Jews.

Mr. I. COHEN (Golders Green) said 
it was most inadvisable in the present 
international situation to discuss the 
question of sending a Jewish deputa- 
tion to Moscow.

Replying, Mr. Janner said that 
responsible Jews the world over were 
continuously considering this problem 


and had before them the fullest facts — 


available. There was no recognised 
Jewish community in Russia. Now 
was not the appropriate time for a 
visit of this nature to be made to 
Russia. For individuals to visit 
Russia was a different matter entirely. 

Mr. Shloimovitz also asked what 
action the Board took regarding the 
resurgence of antisemitism in 
Germany and the reinstatement of the 
woman doctor guilty of war crimes. 

Mr. Janner said the Board was con- 
cerned and certainly condemned the 
doctor’s reinstatement.

Manchester) asked if the Board would 
give favourable consideration to ,the 


importance of ensuring that provincial 


deputies gain membership of the 
various committees ,of the Board, 
either by election that ‘day or sub-

available at all meetings of committees 
and not only at the monthly Board - 


meetings. 

Mr. Janner replied that the Board 
was, and always had been, in favour 
of giving due importance to the 
membership and representation on 
committees of provincial deputies, but 
if they were not represented on com- 
mittees as fully as their proportion 
would justify, it was because provin- 
cial deputies on the whole seemed 
reluctant to permit their names to go 
forward for election. If they did there 
was no reason why they should not 
be elected. 


The President recalled that the 
Board had accepted an_ invitation 
from the Jewish Agency to send a 
representative delegation from British 
Jewry to Israel, This delegation 
would be led by himself as President 
of the Board and would leave for 
Israel on August 20. 

Referring to the centenary of the 
Jewish political emancipation in 
Britain, Mr. Janner asked the Board 
to approve resolution that the 
Board was happy to record the 
centenary and to recall with pride 
the contribution of British Jewry in 
the service of the State. 2

AGUDIST PAPER’S CRITICISM 


Mr. H. A. Goopman, J.P. (Union 
of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations), 
denied at Sunday’s meeting of the 
Deputies that the JEwisH Post had 
ever suggested that the Board 
“assisted the EmpirE News in the 
publication of an article dealing with 
the mixed bathing-pool controversy in 
Jerusalem.” 

The JewisH Post, an Agudist 
fortnightly paper, last month com- 
plained to the Press Council about an 
article headed “Fanatics Pray as 
They Plot,” which appeared in the 
EMPIRE NEWS on May 18. _ This 
article, it was stated, had “ proved of 
the greatest offence to Orthodox 
Jews in this country.” 

Answering the Chairman of the 
Board’s Jewish Defence Committee, 
Mr. JOHN DiGuTt (Old Boys’ Associa- 
tion), Mr. Goodman said he was pre- 
pared to name the person on _ the 
EMPIRE News who had told him that 
prior to publication of the series of 
articles there was “consultation ” 
with the Board of Deputies. This was 
what the JeEwisH Post had suggested, 
he said, 

Earlier, Mr. Dight had told the 
Board that the Defence Committee 
took a serious view of the position 
created as a result of a statement in 
the JEWIsH Post on June 27, which 
accused the Board of giving assistance 
to the Empire News. The Press 
Officer of the Committee had written 
to the JEwisH Post categorically 


denying that there was any founda- 
tion for this statement, and asking for 
its withdrawal. 
said Mx, Dight, had published the 
letter, but in an editorial note the 
editor had. said that while he 
accepted its contents he maintained 
that information was given by some- 
body who spoke for the Board. The 
Committee stated it was certain that 


the Board would demand an 
unreserved withdrawal. | 
The Board then approved the 


paragraph in the committee’s report 
dealing with the report in the JEWISH 


Post and also the resolution at the | 


end of the paragraph demanding “an 
unreserved withdrawal.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


FROM JOY TO 


HE Ninth Day of Ab, the 

Jewish National Day of 

Mourning, coincides this 
year with this Sabbath, and it is 
only because Sabbath joy takes 
precedence over mourning that the 
Fast of Ab jis commemorated on 
the following day, the 10th of Ab. 


It will thus transpire this year 
that within the short space of a few 
hours: we shall read three Scriptural 
lectionaries, the Sidra of Devarim 
and the Haftara of the first chapter 
of Isaiah in the morning, and when 
night falls and the Sabbath comes 
to its appointed end we shall imme- 
diately transform our joy into 
mourning and our gladness into 
sorrow. And sitting upon the 
ground we shall read the plaintive 
cry of anguish from the soul of the 
prophet who for forty years had 
been warning the people of the 
catastrophe which would inevitably 
overtake them, the Lamentations of 
Jeremiah on the Destruction of the 
First Temple and the Exile. 

Between these three separate 
passages, one from the Pentateuch, 
one from the Prophets and one 
from the Hagiographa, separated 


though they are, our rabbis find a 


remarkable link, consisting of one 
expressive poignant Hebrew word 
of woe, whose heartbreak is com- 
pletely lost when translated into the 
colourless English word “ How.” It 
is the plaintive word “ Ekah,” which 
occurs in all three passages. In the 
Torah passage Moses complains: 
“ Ekah can I myself alone bear your 
cumbrance, and your burden, and 
your strife? ’ (Deut, i, 12). In the 
Haftara Isaiah utters his mournful 
dirge on Jerusalem: “‘ Ekah is the 
faithful city become a harlot! She 
that was full of justice, righteousness 
lodged in her, but now murderers ” 
(Isaiah i, 21). And when destruc- 
tion comes Jeremiah laments with 
the same word which opens the 


first, second, and fourth chapters of — 


his Book, which has given it its 
Hebrew name of Ekah. 


REMORSELESSLY, _ inexorably 

the one Ekah leads to the next. 
The connection between the three 
is the connection of cause and 
effect. It is not sufficient when the. 
anniversary of the greatest calamity 
which has overtaken the Jewish 
people comes round, to sit and 
mourn. One must ask oneself, how 
is jt that this tragedy occurred ? 
And the answer js that the Ekah of 
Jeremiah is the consequence of the 


Ekah of Isaiah, and Isaiah’s Ekah 


is the result of the Ekah of Moses !, 


It all starts with the disputatious- 
ness, the strife, the contumacy of 
that first generation which emerged 
from Egypt. The flouting of Divine 
authority, the defiance of duly 
appointed leadership, the back- 
biting and the slander, the imputa- 
tion, as Rashi 
expresses it, of the basest of motives 
to, the most innocent of actions of 
Moses—that is the cause of the first 
groan of despair which comes from 
the heart. 


AND a city which has lost its 

faithfulness and its loyalty 
inevitably faces destruction. “In 
righteousness shalt thou be estab- 
lished: be thou far from 
oppression, for thou shalt not fear, 
and from ruin, for it shall not 
come near thee” (Is. liv, 14). But 
where there is no righteousness 
there is oppression and fear, and 
terror comes nigh. The Ekah of 
the city which has become a harlot 
leads to the Ekah of the city which 
is destroyed. She that was full of 
people is solitary, that was like a 
happily married woman becomes a 
widow, “she that was great among 
the nations, and princess among the 
provinces” becomes tributary. - It 
is the Nemesis-like working out of 
fate, the inexorable operation of 
cause and effect. If only we were 
to pause for a moment to consider 
the ultimate consequences of our 


thoughtless and apparently innocent © 


peceadilloes ! If only we were to 
consider that the seed of the destruc- 
tion of all our hopes and glory is 
to be found in the “ cumbrance and 
burden strife” in which so 
many of us indulge! If only we 
were to realise that one transgres- 
sion brings another in its train!

Next month the Israeli Ministry of 
Posts will be issuing the annual series 


of stamps to commemorate Rosh 


Hashana. This time there are to be 
four values instead of three which 
had comprised the set during the past 
two years. 

As will be seen from the illustra- 


tions above, the designs are 
attractive and catch the eye at once; 
they are the work of Zvy Narkiss, of 
Tel Aviv, and are the first ,postage 
stamps he has designed.

“If the Arab States were given to 
understand that the Great Powers 
would observe that guarantee, we 
would remove from the area one of 
the principal sources of contention. 
And the moderate Arab leaders who 
believe that Israel is there to stay 


would have an answer to. their 
followers.” 
U.N. Action Urged 
Mr. D. Nairn (Con., Ayrshire, 


Central) said it was a fundamental 
fact that there could be no peace or 
stability in the area until some long- 
term solution to the Israeli-Arab 
problem was found. | 

He suggested that the United 
Nations should form a committee of 
small nations not involved in_ the 
Middle East to work out a fair and 
just solution. 

Mr. J. Grimonp (Orkney and Shet- 
land), the Liberal leader, said that 
when British troops left Jordan care 
must be taken to see that the frontier 
between Jordan and Israel was not left 
in a state in which an outbreak of 
hostilities was bound to occur. There 
must be an effective guarantee of the 
frontier. 

He agreed that there should be a 
curtailment of the supply of arms to 
the Middle East, but pointed out that 
it would be difficult to persuade Israel 
to disarm totally. 

Mr. Grimond did not share the view 
that Arab unity was, against the 
interests of Israel. On the contrary, 
the rivalry of the Arab States to see 
who could outbid the other in hatred 
of Israel was more dangerous to her. 


Mr. C. P. MaynHew (Lab., 
Woolwich, E.) said the real danger 
was a Soviet-backed war of the 
United Arab Republic against Israel. 
Britain should make every effort at 
the summit meeting to get the Soviet 
Union to show its hand on this point. 
The opportunity should be taken of 
discussing an arms embargo and a 
joint -international guarantee of the 
frontiers of Israel. : 

Mr. DinGLe Foot (Lab., Ipswich) 
described as “one of the amazing 
achievements in recorded history ” 
the creation and survival of the State 
of Israel. Yet it was accomplished 
only at the price of. tremendous 
injustice to the Arabs of Palestine, 
he said. The obligation of Britain 
towards the refugees. was, 
historically, no less than her obliga- 
tion towards Israel. 


Mr. Nett McLean (Con., Inver- 
ness) thought that once the new 
Government in Iraq felt strong 


enough they would join Nasser in the 
United Arab Republic and try to 
eliminate Israel. 


Arms Embargo 


~ Mr. HAROLD LEVER (Lab., Cheetham) 
said ‘that any policies which were 
based upon the sacrifice of Israel 
were liable to founder. The Israeli 
people had no intention of being 
sacrificed and they had no disposition 
to commit suicide. They realised that 
they had to be continuously ready to 
defend their State against military 
attack. 

Mr. PuHitip  (Lab., 
Derby, S.), from the Opposition 
Front Bench, said that with Nasser, 
America, France, and Russia, Britain 
must work out an agreement for an 
arms embargo for the Middle East 
and a system of frontier guarantees. 
“In doing both,” he added, “ we must, 
as always, faithfully protect Israel's 
future as we are in law and honour 
bound.” 


AIRLIFT ACROSS ISRAEL

Among the Jews themselves there 
was’ an active inte-est in Zionism, 
and Mr. Nurock | had encountered no 
less than. 120 “ Antipodean olim” 
during his recent visit to Israel, on 
his way from Australia to this 
country. 

His last trip to Israel had been 
made two years ago, said Mr. Nurock, 
and he had on this occasion been 
astounded and delighted by the growth 
of cultivation and settlement that 
had taken place in the interim period. 

Mr. Nurock gained the 
impression that a _ renaissance of 
observance and true Judaism was 
imminent in the State. Those who 
demanded a greater spirituality from

MRS. HENRIETTA DIAMOND 


The death occurred in London last 
Friday of Mrs. Henrietta Diamond, 
the founder and Chairman of the 
Zebulun Israel Seafaring Society, and 
a former Vice-President of the 
Womens’ Zionist Federation. She 
was 81. 

It was in Leeds, to which she came 
from Germany 60 years ago, that 
Mrs. Diamond visualised as far back 
as 1918 that the creation of a Jewish 
State in Palestine would necessitate a 
merchant navy and, in consequence, 
young Jews trained in_ seafaring. 
She devoted her life to the further- 
ance of this course, to gain support 
for which she travelled the world. 


She eventually settled in Israel so. 


as to be near the Zebulun Training 
School for Naval Cadets. 

Because of ill-health Mrs. Diamond 
came to England three years ago and 
lived at Harrogate before coming to 
London at the beginning of this year. 

Mrs. Diamond was the widow of 
the Rev. Solomon Diamond, who was

Leeds, for 42 years until his death in 
1938. There are three sons—Mr. 
Arthur S. Diamond, a Master of the

Appeal by Alderman Moss 
BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


A strong plea for closer collaboration and contacts between Anglo- 


Jewry 


and East European Jewry was made by Alderman A. Moss, a 


Vice-President of the Board of Deputies, last Sunday. He was speaking 
at a meeting in connection with the fifteenth anniversary of the Warsaw 
Ghetto Uprising, held by the Workers’ Circle Friendly Society at the 
Hackney Synagogue, Brenthouse Road, E.9. 


Alderman Moss, who represented 
the Board of Deputies at the com- 
memorative ceremonies in Poland, 
said that there had been some criti- 
cism in Britain that some of the 
gatherings in Poland were held on 
the Sabbath. However, it had to be 
remembered that the ceremonies were 
not specifically Jewish: the com- 
memoration was being marked by 
the Polish nation as a whole. 


A Jewish gathering did take place 


at the Jewish cemetery, but to him 


and to other Jews from abroad it was 
disappointing that there was no 
religious ceremony. Through his 
intervention the El Molé Rachamim 
was recited, and he noted that many 
of the Jews present were deeply 
moved. 

Speaking about religion in Poland, 


‘Alderman Moss said that Catholics 


and Jews had freedom to practise 
their religion. but the distinction 
between Jews and Catholics was that 


very few Jews wanted to practise 


religion. The Polish Government 


had rebuilt nearly all the churches . 


that had been destroyed by the 
Germans. but there was still only one 
synagogue in Warsaw. Had _ there 
been a demand from Jews the Polish 
Government would have rebuilt the 


synagogues. 
Emphasising the importance of 
establishing contacts with — East 


European Jews, Alderman Moss said 
that the Jewish representatives from 
Hungary and Cv7echoslovakia were 
particularly insnired by meeting 
Orthodox Jews from other countries 
who could sneak to them in Yiddish. 

“| hope that verv soon the Board 
of Deputies will send a small delega- 
tion to Hungary and Czechoslovakia. 
There are many synagogues and 


educational institutions and a deep 


religious feeling in those countries,” 
he said. 

The Russians, said Alderman Moss, 
sent a delegation of two, one of 
them General David Dragunsky., a 
Jew, who was responsible for freeing 
part ‘of Poland from the Germans. 

“It is important,” Alderman Moss 
concluded, “that the Board of 
Deputies should not only look to 
American Jews or to Israel, but 
should continue to maintain contacts 
with East European Jewry and assist 
them in their endeavours to maintain 
organised spiritual and cultural life.”

REFUGEES FROM 
EGYPT 


Precarious Plight | 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In the very near future all Jews 
among the refugees who came to 
this country from Egypt during the 
Suez campaign will be out of refugee 
camps and in their own 
accommodation. 

This news was given to me this 
week by an official of the Central 
British Fund, who said that only 


three Jews remained in such camps. 


The plight of many of the refugees 
was stressed by the official. Before 
leaving Egypt many were living in 
comfortable circumstances. Now, 
large families are having to exist on 
the wages of fathers earning about 
£10 a week, plus whatever money 
they receive in the way of grants or 
financial assistance from the C.B.F. 

There are approximately 2,000 
Jewish refugees from Egypt registered 
with the Jewish Refugees’ Committee 
—the Case Committee of the C.B.F. 
There are 595 complete families in 
this total. Some 350 refugees on the 
register have British -passports and 
140 are stateless. 

To keep the refugees from destitu- 
tion is costing the Fund and other 
organisations a great deal of money, 
and the official I spoke to felt that 
many members of the community did 
not realise how pathetic are some of 
the cases dealt with. 


A FRUSTRATED COMMUNITY 
~ U.S.A. Delegation’s Findings in Russia

Confirmation that Soviet Jewry is not treated like other minorities — 
in Russia, and is prevented from practising its own culture, has come from 
a five-member delegation of the American National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews, who have just concluded a six-week tour of 15 countries, 


including the Soviet Union, Egypt, 


and Israel. 


The delegation consisted of religious leaders, including one Jew— 
Rabbi Irving Lehrmann, of Temple Emanuel, Miami Beach. 


It was headed by, Mr. Roy 
McCorkel, the Director of the Con- 
ference’s Commission on. Religious 
Organisations. The other members 
were Dr. Samuel Gandy, Dr. John 
S. Bonnell, and Father L. Clontis. 

Passing through London on their 
way back to the United States, Mr. 
McCorkel, Rabbi Lehrmann, and Dr. 
Gandy gave me details of their visit 
to Russia and Egypt. 

The delegation, particularly Rabbi 
Lehrmann, was able to discuss the 
Situation of Soviet Jewry with local 
Jews (who were invariably accom- 
by. “escorts”’), but did not 

ave the opportunity of discussing 
this issue with officials of the Govern- 
ment. 

Rabbi Lehrmann visited both the 
Moscow and Leningrad synagogues 
and met the Chief Rabbi of Moscow 
(he had two “secretaries” with him 
during the interview). The Chief 
Rabbi said, in reply to questions, that 
the situation of the Jews was certainly 
better now than during the Tsarist 
régime. 


From the Jewish man-in-the-street 
the delegation received a different 
icture. It was told of discrimination 
in employment and education, of how 
Jews were barred from Government 


- posts and subjected to a numerus 


clausus in the universities. Jews were 
Suspect because of their links abroad. 


In general, the delegates found a 
basic fear among Jews, a reluctance 
to speak and a feeling of tremendous 
frustration. They were identified as a 
national group, but given no means 
of cultural expression. 


In Egypt the delegation met the 
Chief Rabbi, Rabbi H. Nahoum, who 
was also accompanied by two 
“assistants.” He declined to discuss 
political issues. 

Arab League officials laughed at the 
possibility of a peace settlement with 
Israel. Peace, they said, could come 
only when Israel “abides by the 
decisions of the United Nations ” and 
took back some of the Arab refugees 
(this was deemed necessary for pSycho- 
logical reasons).

The 
response has been remarkable, and the 
380 delegates who will assemble in 
Jerusalem next week will represent 
some 200 organisations, Zionist and 
non-Zionist, in nearly fifty countries, 
including Yugoslavia, India, Persia, 
and the North African territories.

interrupted his holiday here to return 
to Moscow. 

Great disappointment has been 
caused in Israel by Western: policy, 
particularly that of the United States, 
after the landings in the Lebanon and 
Syria. The Israelis feel that they 
must now make every effort to 


increase the State’s armed forces and . 


strengthen its ties with France. 

When permission was given last 
week for the flight of British *planes 
over Israel, the Israeli Government 
believed that the air-lift was part of 
an effective Anglo-American interven- 
tion to halt the expansion of 
Nasserism in the Middle East. In a 
matter of days, if not of hours, it 
became clear to the Israeli leaders 
that this was not the case and that 
the Western moves did not mark the 
beginning of a new policy. It 
appeared to the Israelis that the same 
confusion and vacillation in Western 
policy which had given the Egyptian- 
Russian axis its opportunities was 
still to be continued. 


Ben-Gurion Criticised 

Because of this Israelis have felt 
that the movement of Western troops 
was worse than -useless. Left-wing 
criticism of Mr. Ben-Gurion for 
siding so unmistakably with the West 
has gained increased support, as. has 
the contention that such a policy did 


not provide Israel with sufficient 
security. 
Even in Government circles. the 


presence of British troops in Jordan 
is regarded now as an embarrassment 
rather than an aid: jt has been 
described as the return into the 
region of Britain with her pro-Arab 
attitude unchanged. It is felt here 
that now that Britain and the United 
States are coming to terms in Iraq 
they have little chance of retaining 
the Lebanon and Jordan. It is 


not believed that the British troops 


will save Jordan from Egypt but that 
they would merely prevent Israel 
from doing so if the need arose. 

Reports from Elath state that eight 
American ships carrying supplies for 
Jordan anchored off Agaba this week. 
Among the cargo unloaded were 
medium-sized tanks. 

Speaking in the ~ Knesset on 
Monday, Mr. Ben-Gurion said that 
the world situation was becoming ever 
more complex and it was incumbent 
on Israel to increase her strength and 
guard her independence. The Govern- 
ment was pursuing these aims. 

The Premier was speaking about 
a motion for a debate on “the pro- 
Nasser revolution in  Iraq—and 
Israel’ which had been moved by 
Mr. Menachem Beigin, the Cherut 
leader. Ben-Gurjon’s proposal 
that Mr. Beigin’s motion should be 
passed to the Foreign Affairs and 
Committee, which 
already dealing with this problem, was 
approved by 73 votes to 11. 

The Communists also asked for a 
debate, but their motion was defeated 
by 75 votes to four, with the Mapam 
members abstaining. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion told the Knesset 
not to be led astray by mere rhetoric, 
although he admitted that the events 
in Iraq were the gravest for Israel 
in this area since the War of 
Independence. The danger of encir-. 


which. was conciliatory 


clement by Nasser was growing and 
it was Israel’s duty to do her utmost 
to obviate that danger, but this did 
not depend on Israel alone. In the 
meantime Israel was increasing her 
preparedness, he said. 

Mr. Menachem Beigin, in a speech 
in tone in 
order, it is believed, to pave the way 
for a possible broadening of the 
Coalition Government, attacked the 
Government for giving permission 
for the flight of British “planes over 
Israel. He demanded a campaign 
against the presence of British troops 
“on the eastern side of the State of 
Israel,” and the conclusion of a 
treaty of alliance with France. He 
also suggested that efforts should be 
made to arouse world public opinion 
in favour of dismissing Mr. Dag 
Hammarskjoeld, the U.N. Secretary- 
General. 

An Official protest was sent last 
week by the Israeli Government to 
the British Government against the 
violation of Israeli air space by 
British “planes taking British troops 
to Jordan. Apparently Britain asked 
permission for the airhft across 
Israelj territory but did not wait for 
an answer. Later, however, the 
Israeli Government gave permission 
for the British airlift. 

It was denied here that Israel had 
sent any British ’planes back to their 


bases after they had taken off from — ‘

After a meeting at Mishmar

“I AM NOT. ANTISEMITIC” 


General Anders’s Statement 


By a JewisH CHRONICLE Reporter 


General Wladyslaw Anders, the 
war-time commander of the Polish 
Corps in the Middle East and Italy, 
and now the leader of the Polish 
exiles in this country, has denied 
the allegation, often levelled against 
him, that he \was antisemitic. More- 
over, he drank a toast this week to 
the State of Israel and said that as 
an old soldier he could speak of its 
military valour only in terms of 
“chapeau bas” (hats off). 

I was present when the General 
made this statement at a somewhat 
unusual occasion—a luncheon at the 
Polish Club in Prince’s Gate, London, 
S.W., on Monday, to celebrate a 
reunion between the Polish Com- 
mander and Mr. Yechiel Schlachter, 
who obviously came _ within the 
category of those of whom General 
Anders was later to say: “I count 
some Jews among my best friends.” 

Mr. Schlachter—who is now a 
timber merchant in Israel and was 
accompanied at the luncheon by a 


Jawyer from Jerusalem, Mr. Asher 


Levitski, and Mr. Barr 
General Secretary of the British 
Mizrachi Federation—said that he 
had received from General Anders 
every help and encouragement in his 
desperate but successful efforts to 
bring out 4,000 civilian Jews from the 
Soviet Union in 1942. 

He and his son had been deported 
from Poland to Archangelsk in 1940 
and released with hundreds of 
thousands of other Polish citizens 
in 1941 as a result of the agreement 
which Stalin made with the then

With the help of the Polish head- 
quarters staff Mr. Schlachter managed 
to hide them, while a delegation, 
composed of Mr. Schlachter himself, 
Rabbi M. Nurock (who was latter 4 
Minister in one of the Coalition 
Governments in Israel), and other 
rabbis, went to intercede with General 
Zhukov. The latter finally agr 
that if General Anders gave a lettef 
confirming the Polish nationality 
the rabbis they would be allowed t 
go. General Anders, Mr. Schlachteéf 
continued, did give such a letter, | 
after some haggling General Zhukov 
approved their departure.

ULM TRIAL WITNESS 
CONFESSES

ULM 

Wilhelm Gehrke, a 51-year-old 
former German policeman who 
appeared as a witness in the trial here 
of ten former German _ security 
officers, broke down this week and 
confessed to his own participation in 
the extermination of Lithuanian Jews 
in 1941. He was detained by the 
Allies until 1948 and four years later 
settled in Sweden. 
to Germany a few weeks ago. 


The President of the Court 
cautioned him that he need not 
incriminate himself, but Gehrke 


replied that he wanted to tell the 
whole truth. He then testified that 
the execution of about sixty Jewish 
women and children near Heydekrug 
was ordered by one of the accused, 
Hans-Joachim Boehme, and that both 
he and another of the defendants, 
Harms, participated in it. — 


More Arrests 


He was also present, said Gehrke, 
during the execution of 200 Jews at 
Garsden, over 300 at Georgenburg, 
and more than 230 at Wirballen. At 
Georgenburg, he added, 170 Jews 
were originally rounded up for execu- 
tion, but Boehme, then in charge of 
the Gestapo in Tils, said that number 
was far too small and ordered the 
arrest of more Jews. 

Gehrke said that his task during 
the executions had been to take care 
of the valuables of the victims. But

Harms denied participating in the 
execution of Jewish women, while 
Boehme said that he might have issued 
orders for executions, but did not 
know that the victims would be 
women and children. 

Another witness, formerly. of 
Memel, described how seven horse- 
drawn carts packed with Jews, mostly 
women, were dumped in the river near 
Krottingen after having been tortured 
by Lithuanians following a Gestapo 
announcement that Jews had set fire 
to several houses. 

Rabbi Dr. Fritz Bloch, of Stuttgart, 
stated in his testimony that the pro- 
gramme of extermination of Lithu- 
anian Jewry was virtually completed 
by the end of 1941. Asked why the 
victims had offered no resistance to 
their arrest and execution, the rabbi 
said that it was typical of the religious 
Jew to submit to his fate when he 
realised, as the Lithuanian Jews: had, 
that there was no esc‘ipe. 

He was one of the last witnesses in 
the trial, which started three months 


ago and is expected to conclude 
Shortly. According to documents 
from the Nuremberg records pre- 


sented to the court, more than 135,560 
people were murdered by the so-called 
German Northern Command between 
1941. Of these 
over 81,000 were killed in Lithuania 

alone. 

The ten defendant, all former 
security officers in Tilsit, are accused 
of the murder of 5.502 Jews and 
“Communists.” This figure is based 
on an official report from Tilsit to 
the Gestapo headquarters in Berlin.

Che BE. 100-Years Ago 


The following is. an extract from. 
THe JEWISH 
$618—July 23, 1858:

THE MIDNIGHT SERVICE 


By L. V. SNOWMAN 


P ‘HERE can be no doubt that 
despite the many so-called 
aids to devotion that charac- 

terise the services of the western 
synagogue—decorum, choirs, and 
in Reform temples the vernacular 
and instrumental music—we are 
much less spiritually inclined than 
our forebears. 

One evidence of this is the almost 
complete disappearance from our 
communities of a rite that has par- 
ticular associations with the Fast 
of Ab—the practice of rising from 
bed at midnight to lament the 
destruction of the Temple and the 
exile of the Shechinah from the 
precincts of Jerusalem. The nearest 
the modern Jew who is not a mystic 
gets to the Midnight Service is 
through the poem by Bialik under 
that name. He describes a squalid 
Polish-Jewish village that has been 
soaked by rain pouring through the 
dark night. The poor little hamlet 
is sunk in slumber, all ‘is silent in 
its twisted lanes save for the falling 
rain. The little shacks are like 
neglected orphans trying to find 
shelter in the storm, and their 


miserable inhabitants toss and turn — 


in their sleep, and weep bitterly in 
Their 
grief and woe is matched only by 
the howling wind. There is, how- 
ever, one spark of hope: a window 
is alight, it is a Jew at his midnight 
prayer. 


Midnight Custom 


What is this strange service that 


was so near to the heart of Jews 
in the past and is so far from the 
world of occidental Jewry ? It was 
for long a custom. among our 
people to awake at midnight and 
recite elegies on the destruction of 
Jerusalem, in accordance. with the 
verse in Lamentations that speaks 
of the holy city weeping at night, 
her tears upon her cheek. The 
Midrash declares that she sheds. a 


double portion of tears, both for 


the first and second Temples. This 
hour was considered to be a par- 
ticularly favourable one for reli-

p VER the years it has been 
O my fortunate lot to take a

Mr. Freeman, worn out, no doubt, 
by the eighteen months of worry 
involved in the organisation of the 
project, was stricken with pneu- 
monia and had to cease his active 
direction of the subsequent arrange- 
ments. 3 
Frankly, the number of cruise 
enthusiasts interested jin the trips 
was well below. estimate. Various 
reasons have been advanced for 
this. Some say that the trip was

class, and maintain that there are

ticipants. Others think that the

Whatever the causé of Time 
Travel’s troubles Mr. John Freeman 
comes out of it all as a courageous 
man who undertook something that 
had never been attempted before. 
When I saw him at the Sharon 
Hotel, Herzlia-on-Sea, where he was 
recovering from his illness, Mr. 
Freeman said to me: “I am not 
beaten. I have learnt much by 
bitter experience. I hope to run 
another cruise trip next Pesach.” 
On the special boat train the 
courteous London staff of Shoham 
Maritime Services, Ltd., the United 
Kingdom agents for Israel’s Zim

Never have I seen a better-run, 
more spick-and-span ship than the 
Jerusalem. But what else can be 
expected when the Master of the 
vessel is Captain W: A. Freuden- 
berg ?

quartette, travelling a full knot 
faster than the equally-engined 
Theodor Herzl—Captain Freuden- 
berg has emerged as a friendly, even 
jocular, man with a smile for every- 
one. Nevertheless, he is a strict 
disciplinarian and the entife ship’s 
staff under him showed it by their 
exemplary behaviour at all times. 

An essential factor in any cruise 
is, of course, the state of the seas 
encountered.

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I had reserved the greater part of 
the time at my disposal for a visit 
to the new Religious Centre, one 
of the many great benefactions of 
Mr. Isaac Wolfson. It is a most 
impressive building; all that it 
needs is for the rabbis of the world 
to assemble jin its great Hall of Jus- 
tice and, more particularly, to agree 
en the solution of the problems that 
face world Jewry today.

Praising the high standard of El 
Al personnel, the Managing Direc- 
tor agreed that the spectacular speed 
records, including the Blue Riband, 
achieved by his company were par- 
tially the result of the high quality 
of the Britannia.

Branches of the Bank 
Leumi le-Israsl are at Haifa Port, 
Lydda Airport, and, indeed, all over 
the country.

BURIAL GROUND 


Oldest Jewish Cemetery 
In British Isles 


To the Editor of THE JEwWisH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—The issue of THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE for July 18 contains a pic- 
torial account of the Hoxton Jewish 
Cemetery, Shoreditch. It was 
acquired by the Hambro Synagogue in 
the year 1707 and, according to your 
reporter, the last interment took place 
there some eighty years ago. 

The ancient burial ground of the 
Sephardi Jews at the rear of the Beth 
Holim in Mile End Road was 
acquired earlier. It was in February, 
1657, that the lease of it was granted 
to Antonio Fernandez Carvajal and 
Simon (or Jacob) de Caceres, two of 
the earliest Jews to settle in England 
in Cromwell’s time. 

Third, in the order of acauisi- 
tion, comes the Jewish cemetery at 
Ballybough in Dublin. was 


- acquired in 1718. The last interment 


in that cemetery took place in March, 
1958 “JC.,". Aprit 11, 1938, 
page 19), 

If the date usually given, viz., 1725, 
for the acquisition of the Alderney 
Road (Mile End, London) cemetery 
is correct, then that “cemetery would 
be the fourth in the order of acquisi- 
tion of Jewish cemeteries in_ the 
British Isles. 

There was also in the city of Cork, 
Ireland, a Jewish cemetery. in the 
eighteenth century which has now, 
however, completely disappeared from 
view. According to the researches 
bv Mr. Gerald Goldberg of that city, 
a bacon-curing factory now stands on

Bureau On Communal 


Apathy 
To the Editor of THE JEwIsH CHRONICLE 
Sirn,--Your correspondent Mr. 


Birnbaum (in your July 11 issue) has 
rendered the Sabbath Observance 
Employment Bureau a signal service 


in drawing attention to the apathetic’ 


manner in which Orthodox Jewry 
respond to our appeals for help, be 
it financial or in kind.

The authoress tries to justify the 
inability of the German masses to 
prevent the crimes committed in their 
name by saying: “ They were cowed, 
terrified. Not nearly as many 
Germans were real, enthusiastic Nazis 
as propaganda would have us believe. 
Were this so, there would surely have 
been no need for a terror organisation 
like the Gestapo acting inside 
fauthor’s italics] the country against 
the Germans themselves. To stand 
up to Hitler required extreme 
heroism . .. it meant concentration 
camp, torture, and being butchered to 
death. Hither was reigning with abso- 
lute terror.” She does not mention 
whether her father, before whom she 
stood “shivering with cold and fear” 
at the age of nine, and who visited 
her in prison and refused to inter- 
vene, was ever brought to justice. 

This book must be considered as 
an invaluable historical document 
when the full account of this period 


of “man’s inhumanity to man” comes 


to be written. While I would be among 
the first to admire Mrs. Vallance’s 
personal courage, faith, and humani- 
tarian spirit, she leaves me with the 
awful impression that she wants the 
world to forget the past and to for- 
give the tormentors and murderers 
of millions of imnocent people, by 


- using her own terrible expertences as 


a bait. as tf to say. if we German 
nationals who suffered as horribly as 
other nationals are prepared to for- 
give and forget. so should the world. 
Not yet, Mrs. Vallance. The wounds 
are too fresh, and far too many of 
the criminals still go unpunished,

A Century of Darwin. Edited by

This book of essays by fifteen 
eminent men of science and philo- 
sophy should be compulsory reading 
not only for all scientists but for 
those non-scientists who pretend to 
any degree of education and culture. 
Just one hundred years ago Darwin 
presented the conclusions which he 
had derived from years of diligent and 
patient stridy of plants and animals, 
Darwin did not “discover” evolu- 
tion. The idea was not new that 
different species of animals and of 
plants were not separately and specifi- 
cally created, but arose from far 
fewer and simpler species, probably 
indeed from one very simple 
ancestor. Darwin’s contribution was 
to provide a theory, backed by a vast 
number of observations, of how this 
evolution might have come about. 
This theory, the theory of natural 
selection, is based on the fact that 
an individual normally produces far 
more young than can survive. These 
vary in their adaptation to their 
surroundings, or “ fitness,” and those 
that are fittest are more likely to 
survive. Since they tend to hand on 
their superior characters, repetition 
of this process in subsequent genera- 
ultimately gives individuals 
which are quite different from their 
original forebears. 


Changing Ideas 


During the century following the 
promulgation of this theory, much 
has changed in our ideas of evolution. 
The essays in this book describe our 
present views on a great variety of 
aspects of evolution, and here in 
itself is the greatest tribute to Darwin. 
For he had something to say on all 
these aspects. His writings have the 
true ring of genius in that-they have 
formed the basis of all the work that 
has beep done in the last century. 

It is right that these essays should 
end with one on “ Darwinism and 
Ethics.” In this, Dr. Daiches Raphael 
gives a clear summary and criticism 
of the writers who, from Darwin 
onwards, were anxious to see the 
relationship between ethical concepts 
and the facts. of evolution. -Dr. 
Raphael attempts to answer three 


questions: first, are human ethics a 
product of evolution; second, does 
evolution determine the further 


course of ethics; third, can ethical 
ideas affect the future course of evolu- 
tion? If I were forced to suggest 
the minimum reading from this book. 
I should have to say that it must 
include the essay by Dr. Raphael. 

The editor of this volume, Dr. S. A. 
Barnett, is to be. congratulated both 
on his lucid and concise preface, and 
on the excellent way in which he has 
integrated the essays. In every sense, 
this book js a most satisfying tribute 
to the scientist who has influenced 
our thinking as much as any other 
single person. 


BIBLICAL BIAS 


Vocabulary of the Bible. Edited 
by J.-J. voN ALLMEN.

This handbook of Biblical terms is 
a translation from the’ French 
composed 
by a group of French and Swiss 
Protestant Theologians. The contri- 
butors inchude two or three well- 
known names, such as Cullman and 
Hering. The various articles seem to 
show rather old-fashioned and 
decidedly conservative outlook, but 
the book would be a useful, if biased, 


source of reference for Christian 


ordinands, or as a piece of Christian 
apologetics. 

To the Jewish reader it seems as 
if it had been written sixty or seventy 
years ago, when Lutheran theologians 
were content to write about 
Pharisaic legalism and hypocrisy, not 
to mention “pride, narrow particu- 
larism and intolerant nationalism.” 
See Michaeli’s article on “Elect” 
(page 97). Or again, “The idolatry 
of the Law will, in many respects, 
characterise the religious life of the 
Jews in the time of Jesus.” And so 
the Pharisees, we are told, “lapse 
into casuistry, hypocritical legalism, 
and narrow formalism.” (See page 
226.) It is only fair to say that other 
articles give a more intelligent appre- 
ciation of Rabbinic Judaism, but 
passages similar to those quoted 
abound and diminish any value the 
book might otherwise possess for 
non-Christian students. There are 
some odd misprints, notably on page 
361, where, in the article on 
“ Resurrection,” we are told, “ The 
fundamental insight presupposed is 
that of the O.T. and of Parseeism!” 
[sic.].

agreement with the Executive's 
decision. 


It was felt by most of the speakers 
that even though, as Miss Barwell 
pointed out, the N.U.H.T. would be 
quite unable to influence the way in 
which the course of studies at the 
Institute was: arranged, it would be 


better that they should be represented -- 


on the Council than that the voice of 
the teachers should go unheard. 

In her report Miss Barwell said 
that they had declined the Jews’ 
College invitation because it was felt 
that a large amount of money was 
going to be spent on a project that 
dealt with only one aspect of the 
problem of the shortage of teachers 
for the Hebrew classes and Jewish 
day schools, and that therefore the 
prospects of the wider issue being 
dealt with would be severely pre- 
judiced. The N.U.H.T. con- 
cerned at the fact that there was a 


far larger group of young men and 


women who would be prepared to 
take a two-year’ pedagogic course 
(which would include Jewish studies 
as a basic subject) than there were 
of those interested in taking the three- 
year degree course which had been 
decided upon at the Institute. 


Course “ Inadequate ” 


The N.U.H.T. felt, said Miss Bar- 
well, that very few of those taking 
the degree course at Jews’ College 
would be prepared to take their 
places in the Hebrew classes of the 
country, and that the degree course 
was. therefore quite inadequate to 
meet the problem. However, even if 
they did eventually accept the invita- 
tion to serve on the Council which 
would administer the Jews’ College 
scheme, the N.U.H.T. would still 
consider it their duty to press for a 
wider scheme. 

Miss Barwell _Teferred with gratifi- 
cation to the “much more cordial 
relationship” which now existed 
between the N.U.H.T. and the 
London Board. 

The conference passed a resolution 
increasing the annual membership 
subscription from 10s. 6d. to 15s. 
after an amendment to increase the 
subscription to Is. been

Cherry Tartlets 


- MAKE and bake some tartlet cases, 
using short or biscuit crust, put a 
few stoned cherries in each and coat 
with glazing syrup. Serve plain or 
garnished with whipped cream. 
Glazing Syrup. Put 2 oz, of sugar 


and ¢ pint of water or fruit juice. 


in a small saucepan and bring to the 
boil. Add a teaspoonful of arrow- 
root blended with cold water, and a 
few drops of lemon juice and simmer 
for 2 or 3 minutes. Leave till cool 
before coating the fruit 

Note. Halved apricots can replace 
the cherries, and if available surround 
the apricots with redcurrants before 
glazing. 


Summer Pudding 


Raspberries and red currants, 1 Ib. ; 
stale bread; sugar; water. 

PREPARE the fruit and stew till soft 
with half a teacup of water and sugar 
to taste. Cut the bread into slices 
about half an inch thick, cut off the 
crusts, and line a basin with it, pour 
in the boiling fruit and cover the top 
with a round of bread. Stand the 
‘basin on a plate, place a saucer on 
top of the pudding with a weight on 
top. Leave for several hours. Turn 
out on to a serving dish and serve 
with custard.

Add more sugar if 
necessary and turn into a serving dish, 
When quite cold garnish as above. 


Fruit Meringue 


Sof: fruit, 1 lb.; whites of 2 eggs 
4 sponge cakes; water, 4 teacupful 
Sugar. 

Use any soft fruit available ; rasp- 
berries, currants, loganberries, or 
blackberries. 

Cook the fruit with the water till 
soft, then rub through a sieve and 
sweeten to taste. Cut up the sponge 
cakes, put in the bottom of a baking 
dish, pour over the fruit purée, and 
leave till cold. Whisk the egg whites 
to a stiff froth, fold in 3 tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, and heap up roughly 
over the contents of the dish. Sprinkle 
with caster sugar and cook in a 
moderate oven until the meringue is 
set and slightly browned—about 20 
minutes. | 


Gooseberry Pudding 


Gooseberries, 1 1lb.; breadcrumbs, 
3 oz.; margarine, 1 oz.; granulated 
sugar, 3 oz.; caster sugar, 2 0oz.$ 
2 eggs. 

STEW the gooseberries with the 
granulated sugar and a little water till 
soft, then rub through a sieve. There 
should be about 1 pt. of purée, so if 
necessary add a little water. 


Mix the purée with the bread- 
crumbs, egg yolks, and melted mar- 
arine. Turn into a greased dish and 
ake in a moderate oven (375°— 
Regulo No. 4) for half an hour. Then 
whisk the egg whites till quite stiff, 
fold in the caster sugar, heap up over 
the pudding, dredge with caster sugar, 
and return to the oven until the 
meringue is set and lightly browned— 
about 20 minutes. Serve hot. |

EMANCIPATION 


BY AUNTIE 


OMORROW marks very 
important anniversary in our 
calendar as English Jews. It 
will’ be exactly 100° years since, on 


July 26, 1858, Baron Lionel de Roth- . 


schild was enabled to take his seat, as 
the first professing. Jewish Member of 
Parliament, in the House’ of 
Commons. 


‘am sure you will all be interested - 


in a page of English history that 
concerns us so much as Jews. We 
must go back to the beginning. Some 
of you will remember that two years 
ago, in 1956, we celebrated joyfully 
the Tercentenary of the Jews return- 
ing to England, mostly through the 
instrumentality of Manasseh ben 
Israel’s mission. But it was a long 
struggle before “Englishmen of the 
Jewish persuasion” were to have 
equal rights with other Englishmen. 


Petition Presented 


In 1829 the Roman Catholics in 
England were given all civic rights, 
and the hopes of the Jews rose high. 
The first step towards getting a similar 
privilege for them was in 1830, when 
a petition, signed by 2,000 merchants 
and others of Liverpool, was pre- 
sented. But the petition was rejected, 
although many influential persons 
tried hard to get it passed. 
the Bill was again presented but was 
not passed by the House of Lords. 
But now another battle was going 
on, that of the Sheriff's Declaration 
Bill. This was passed and so Jews 
were allowed to hold the ancient and 
important office of Sheriff. 

In 1847 Baron Lionel de Roth- 
‘schild was elected to Parliament for 
the City of London; but when Parlia- 
ment reassembled and the new Mem- 
ber for the City presented himself at 
the table of the House of Commons 
to be sworn in he was unable to. take 
the oath “on the true faith of a 
Christian.” He was therefore refused 
permission to take his seat in Parlia- 
ment although elected. | 

Another man who took a very 


prominent part in the struggle for . 


Jewish emancipation was David 
Salomons. In 1844, 
Portsoken elected him as representa- 
tive at the Court of Aldermen. 
Although the election was cancelled, 
the effect of the election was noticed 
by Parliament. It was not until 
1855 that the dignified and handsome 
Alderman David Salomons’ was 


elected Lord Mayor of London and 


In 1834, 


the Ward 


filled that office with a rare grace. 
Meanwhile the struggle for Jews 
to be admitted into Parliament was 
still being carried on. In 1850 Baron 
Lionel de Rothschild was again 
elected by the City of London, but, 
as before, was not permitted to take 
his seat. The next year David 
Salomons was returned to represent 
the Borough of Greenwich. Now, he 
was a fighter and was determined to 
win. He presented himself, as was 
required, to take the oath, but, of 
course, omitted the words “on the 
true faith of a Christian.” He with- 
drew from the House but presented a 
question on his rights. | When the 
question came up before the House 
a few days later, there was a crowded 
House to hear what would happen. 
And in the middle of it, Salomons 
actually walked up the floor. of the 
House and seated himself. The 
Speaker ordered him to withdraw, but 
he refused and rose to speak. There 
is an account of this scene still in 
existence and it describes’ the 
eloquence of the man and his well- 
chosen words. He won the sym- 
pathy of the House, but, unfortun- 
ately, when the return of votes was 
counted, the resolution was lost. 


Memorial at Broomhill 


But Salomons had voted in three 


divisions without having properly 


_ taken the oath and for each of these 


offences he was liable to a penalty 
of £500. When the old Parliament 
building was pulled down,. Salomons 
bought the bench in the House of 
Commons on which he had sat (and 
had paid for so dearly). He placed 
it as a memorial in his billiard room 
at Broomhill. I wonder if you 
remember that there was a picture 
of it in the Tercentenary Exhibition 
at the Victoria and.Albert Museum. 

The struggle continued and Bills 
to modify the Parliamentary oath 
failed to obtain the assent of the 
House of: Lords in 1856 and 1857. 
But in 1858, when the Oath Bill 
reached the Upper House, they 
omitted the clause relating to Jews, 


and so, on Monday, July 26, 1858, 


Baron Lionel de Rothschild took the 
oath with covered head, substituting 
“so help me Jehovah” for the ordi- 
nary form of oath, and thereupon 
took his seat as the first Jewish 
Member of Parliament, eleven years 
after his first election by the City of 
London. 3 


Last week we saw Israel, the little 
boy who in these drawings represents 
the Jewish State, beginning to go to 
school and learn the Hebrew language. 
At school—by which really the artist 
means the “school of experience” 
over the last*ten years, since the State 
was founded—Israel learns a lot of 
things, such as, for example, how 
many people can live in one house. 

This is how he explains it, as a sort 
of sum in arithmetic, in the book 
“The Family of Israel,” and the two 
drawings are part of the explanation. 
His teacher tells him that 1 + 1 =2; 
“with me,” he says, 1 = 3,”

and he goes on, “ For instance, ‘In a 
house there is room for ten people .. . 
seven are in it already [first drawing]. 
How many more can enter?’ Three, 
my teacher said. Twenty, I said. So 
look at my house [second drawing]. 
Who was right ?” 

The point is, of course, that the 
State of Israel has absorbed, and is 
still absorbing, many more Jews than 
anyone thought possible.

MIDDLE EAST FOCUS 


Although stock markets have been 
calmer in the past few days and some- 
what steadier conditions have pre- 
vailed, it is clear that the City’s focal 
point is still the Middle East. Any 
improvement in market tone has been 
brought about largely through the 
drying up of selling. It will require 
a return of buyers, however, to put 
quotations better, and that will not 
occur until the political atmosphere is 
clearer.

“What Is a Jew 2” Directives Cancelled

| JERUSALEM 

The Israeli Cabinet crisis caused by 
the controversy about “what is a 
Jew?” seems. nearer a_ solution. 
This follows the announcement by 
the three-man Ministerial Committee 
that the directives issued by the 
Ministry of the Interior concerning 
the registration of children of mixed 
marriages are to be cancelled. The 
Ministry had ruled that such children 
could be registered as Jews if both 
parents agreed. 

The Ministerial Committee com- 
posed of the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, the Minister of Justice, 
Dr. Rosen, and the Minister of the 
Iaterior, Mr. Bar-Yehuda, decided 
that all directives on this question 
issued since the establishment of the

State should also be cancelled. Each 
case will be considered separately on 
its merits. The Ministerial Committee 


will itself deal with the cases as they - 


arise and registrars are 
instructed to refuse to 
children of mixed marriages. 

This is an interim arrangement 
pending a final decision on the status 
of children of mixed marriages. The. 
Committee has drawn up a list of 
Israeli sages who will be consulted 
on this matter. The sages are 
described as belonging to all trends 
of thought. 

Two members of the Cabinet, Mr. 
Moshe Shapiro and Dr. Joseph Burg, 
both belonging to the National 
Religious Party, resigned after the 
Cabinet had confirmed the Minister 
of the Interior’s directive concerning 
registrations for new identity cards.

A grandson of Nuri es Said, the 
Iraqi Prime . Minister who was 


murdered during the recent revolt, 
lives in a kibbutz in Israel where 
three years ago he celebrated his 
Barmitzvah. 

The boy himself is unaware of the 
fact that he is the son of Colonel 
Sabah, son of Nuri, who, until his 
death in the Baghdad coup, was 
Director of Civil Aviation, and of a 
Jewish girl from Baghdad, 

This was reported by the Israeli 
weekly Dvar HasHavua which said 
that the Jewish girl, Najiah, married 
Nurs son in. 1939. The two families 
were neighbours in Baghdad. 

Her marriage was kept secret until 
She became pregnant. Sabah had 
another wife, an Egyptian, whom he 


had married earlier, and the three 


of them. lived peacefully together. 
They escaped to Ramallah (then in 
Palestine) during the anti-Nuri revolt 
of 1941. After their return to 
Baghdad, Nadjiah and her newly 
born son were often visited by Nuri. 

However, the marriage was not a 
very happy one, and in 1946 Sabah 
divorced his Jewish wife in accordance 


with Moslem law (under which they 


were also married), and gave her a 

thousand dinars. Subsequently, she 

and her son left for Israel. | 
Nadjiah settled in Tel Aviv where 


- she bought an hotel and where her son 


attended a municipal kindergarten. 
After his Barmitzvah his mother sent 
him to an educational institution in

MUNICH 

The chief of the Munich police, 
Anton Heigl, and three other senior 
officers have been charged with negli- 
gence following the escape to Egypt 
of Dr. Hanns Eisele, the former S.S. 
doctor in the Buchenwald concentra- 
tion camp. Investigations against 
them have begun, and. several. city 
councillors have demanded Heigl’s 
dismissal. 


Another former inmate of Buchen- 
wald, Ludwig Scheinbrum, has told 
the police here that the charge that 
Eisele had killed at least 200 prisoners 
through lethal injections was correct. 
He said that Eisele sometimes 
between ten and 15 
prisoners a day.
